The Hon. G. E, Foster, Canadian mini- 
ter of finance, said in an interview at 
London a few evenings back: ‘We are | 
satisfied with the general outlook in Can- 
ada. We are coming through the de- | 
pression more satisfactory than most coun- |

tries. This is evidenced by the trade re 
turns. The tariff changes were certainly 
framed to encourage British trade. The 
fact that British exports to Canada de- | 
clined is owing to the general tendency | 
to economy and curtailed purchases which 
is one of the most notable features of Can- 
adian life just now. Moreover, Canada 
yearly increases her own manufactures. 
It is emphatically true that Canada de- 
sires to strengthen ber commercial re- 
lations with the United Kingdom. the 
Australian and other colonies. The Otta- 
wa conference emanated from that wish 
and developed a strong pro-English senti- 
ment. Doubtless the tendency is to look 
away from the States, althongh our atti- 
tude to them is perfectly friendly. The 
Behring sea arbitration happily removed 
the most debateable question. The tariff 
changes in both countries must help the 
interchange of trade and virtuaily con- 
stitutes a reciprocity treaty. Canada has | 
responded as far as possible to every low- 
ering of the United States duties.” Mr. 
Foster questioned Governor Sir Terence 
O'Brien's dictum that Newfoundland 
would prefer to be annexed to the States 
rather than to Canada. The latter's

CANADA’S TRADE RETURNS. 


A Cowparrion of the Figures of 1893 and 
1894. 
A late Official Gazette contains the 


Dominion trade returns for September. | 
This is always a heavy importing month. | 


In September. 1593, the imports were 
$12,193,226. This year they fell to $%.- 
858 440, a decrease of $2,854,755. The 
duty collected by the customs was last 
vear a little over 2% per cent. on the aver- 
age for the month and this year it was a 
little over SU per cent., showing again 
that the revised tariff averages higher 
than the old one. The imports for the 
first quarter of the fiscal year, July, 
August and September, totalled $27,563.- 
124, against $31 S54 .95¢ for the correspond- 
ing quarter last year, a decrease of $4,- 
203.815. The item of coin and bullion is 
left out in this comparsion. To show the 
burden of the new tariff the average rate 
of customs duty collected in the same 
quarter in 1S%3 and 1894 has been found. 
It was in 1803 on all dutiable goods a frac- 
tion over 30 per cent. and in 1594 a frac- 
tion over 80 percent. if the total imports 
both dutiable and free, are taken it is 
found that the new tariff averages from 1 
to 2 per cent. higher than the old. The 
duty collected on all cotton goods during 
the quarter averaged 28.2 per cent. com- 
pared with 26.6 per cent. in the corre- 
sponding quarter last year. The exports 
for the quarter ending September Sth, 
totalled $33.106.4383, or $4.211.393 less 
than in 180. The export of agricultural 
products were cutin two, the figures being 
for the quarter in 1803, $5,282 354, and in 
1S94, Si O57 265. 


WINNIPEG STATISTICS. 


Interesting Comparison Between School 
and Civie Expenditures.

Coal Combination. 


A telegram from Victoria says: “A 
gigantic coal combine which has been in 
progress of formation for some time past, 
between Dansmnir and their old time | 
rivals, the New Vancouver Coal company, 
of Nanaime,is reported to have been 
consummated. For a long time both 
sides have felt the fight between them 
was situply waste of energy and money, | 
when the combine was broached, 
Dansmuirs and their competitors fell in 
with the idea by which the coal trade of 
Gritish Columbia could be brought under 
the control of what wiil be practically a 
hnge monopoly, capable of freezing ont 
ail competitors on the coast. Theoutput 
of the mines at Wellington and Nanaimo 
is to be limited. It is announced so that 
the price of fuel can be raised. Coal now 
stands at $7 per ton in Victeria, only 
elghty miles from the mines and any 
raise would be a yreat hardship. Steam 
coal is also to go up all round, as soon as 
the combine is secured, and the entire 
Pacitic coast will feel the effeet within 
three months = It is reported Lord Bras- 
sey'’s recent visit here had something to 
do with the farther development of the 
combination, he being the heaviest stock 
holder in the Paget Sound mines. which 
are believer! to be ready and willing to 
come into the ring. The result of any 
further enurtailment of the output wiil 
cause great distress among the miners, as 
the work at present just enable them to 
keep body and soul together.”

Protection of Missionaris in the East. 


The Presbyterian board of foreign mis-

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THE EASTERN WAR. 


REPORTS OF ANOTHER IMPORTANT 
VICTORY FOR JAPAN. 


Two Great Armies Facing Each Other on 
the Banks of the Yalu River, and « 
Decit«ive Hattle is Expected Svon— 
Other Events of the War. 


A report is in circulation in Shanghai 
that Port Arthur has been captured by 
the Japanese. This port is one of the 
most important of the Chinese strong- 
holds and was the place of refuge of the 
Chinese fleet afterthe battle of Yala, the 
disabled ships having been repaired and 
refitted there. 

A dispatch to the Central News from 
Wi Ju, says: * The two opposing armies 
will face each other on the banks of the 
Yalu river. The Chinese have not fired 
a shot, but work night aud day strength- 
ening theirdefences. Count Yamagatu,the 
Japanese commander-in-chief, is await- 
ing the arrival of heavier artillery before 
attacking the Chinese position. Japan- 
ese scouts estimate that the Chinese 
force altogether numbers 25,000 men. 
The scouts bave brought detailed infor- 
mation as to the condition of the Ciinese 
defences, showing that they are not so 
strong as at firstindicated. The Chinese 
artillery is shown to be less formidable 
than the Japanese had supposed. A de- 
cisive attack is expected shortly.  Var- 
ion reasons justify the belief that the 
chief stand by the Chinese will be at 
Kubenchao.” 


BANDITS GOT $20,000. 


An Express Train Held Up in Texas Ke- 
cently. 


The west bound Texas and Pacific 
through express train from California, 
leaving Fort Worth, Texas at 9.05 onthe 
morning of the i9%th Oect., was robbed 
near Gordon. The robbers secured about 
$2,000 from the Pacific Express company 
and but for their inability to open the 
safe of the Texas and Pacitic Coal com- 
pany, containing $10,000 in gold, would 
have made a larger haul, four men did 
the work, They came upon a section 
gang about noon, covered them with 
their Winchesters and forced them to 
spread the rails and flagthe oncoming 
train. 
then lined up with the section gang 
while two men entered the express car 
and covered the messenger before he 
was aware of their presence. Messenger 
Marshall was ordered to open the safe 
containing the money of the Texas and 
Pacitic Coal company. Tellirg them he 
could not do this they seized a pick and 
ruined the combination, remarking “If 
we can’t get the money, those d—n min- 
era at Thurber shant.” The robbers fled 
southward and no trace of them has yet 
been secured. Rewards aggregating 
$1,000 have been offered for their arrest. 
The money secured was taken from the 
safe. 

The train crew first eaw there was 
something wrong when four miles east 
of Gordon. The section gang was flag- 
ging the train and it was seen a rail had 
been removed. After two of the robbers 
had covered the enyineer and fireman 
with their rifles and walked them in 
front of the engine two more of the gang 
made their appearance. The whole gang 
then forced the fireman and engineer 
to walk ahead of them to the express 
car, and ferced the messenger to open 
the door. After the §door had been 
opened the engineer and fireman were 
taken back to the engine by two of the 
robbers. The two who remained to loot 
the express car took every valuable pack- 
age except those in the through safe. 
The only time the robbers used their re- 
volvers was when Baggageman Aliners 
became too inquisitive, at which time a 
revolver was discharged, the bullet nar- 
rowly missing his head. The robbers 
kept an eye on the mail clerks but did 
not bother the mail pouches or the pas- 
sengers. 

When the robbers disappeared the 
train was run at full speed to Gordon, 
where the railwav, express and county 
otticers were notified by wire. Posaes 
were formed at once to pursue the ban- 
dits. When the train arrived at Thur- 
ber an engine loaded with a posse armed 
for business was found waiting under a 
full head of steam and it was hurried to 
the scene of the daring hold-up. Mar- 
shall, the express méssenger refused to 
say anything about the robbery except 
to express his thanks that the men had 
not killed him. The robbers were evi- 
dently artists at the business and re- 
sembled Texasrangers. They escaped to 
the Great Canon.

By continuous rolling 
and frequent annealing thes bars are re- 
duced to sheets about one-eighth of an inch | 
thick, and then passed between rollers 
which slits them into small square strips 
ready for drawing.

ight diameter for pins. 

When it reaches the pin department 
proper the wire must first be straightered | 
as on the permauent set, which is not al- 
lowable in the pin machines. From the. 
small reels it is wound to the standard pin | 
machine reel, 22 inches in diameter, at | 
the rate of 1.(k*) feet per minute, passing 
through a combination of horizontal and | 
vertical straightening rolls, which effec- | 
tually take out the kink and leave it | 
ready forthe piu machine. The reel is 
now placed on the rack beside the pin 
machine, and rollers draw the wire into 
the machine, where itis first cut off, then 
headed by three distinct blows, given by | 
a cam and toggle. 

The headed blanks are carried down on 
the surface of a vertical wheel, to horizon- | 
disks below. Here they pass between the 
two disks and are revolved by one running 
much faster than the other, at the 


time being moved to the left over revol- 
| ving steel files, four in number, which 
make the points finishing with an emery 
belt. These machines are speeded to make 
150 pius per minute, and fifty machines 
work in one room. As those machines re- 
quire practically no attention, they are 
run about fourteen hours a day, and the 
| number of pins made, allowing for stop- 
| pages, will exceed 5,000,000 per diem, the 
| aggregate weight being from 1.200 to 

1,500 pounds, according to size; the dif- 

| lerent sizes varying in weight trom 1,1(*) 

| to 183,000 to the pound. 

The pins then travel to the tinning 
room, where they are tumbled in sawdust 
for ten minutes to remove all oil and dirt, 
boiled for four hours with pura Ban- 

| ca tin, in a prepared solution, and after a 


bath of strong seapsuds to give them a 
| smooth surface, a final tumbling in saw- 
| dust makes them ready for the sticking 
room. Once there, they are dumped into 
the hoppers of the sticking machines and 
thence pushed out by revolving fingers 
to an inclined bed with radial slota, or 
‘runs,’’ into which large numbers of the 
pins fall, some being canght by the head, 
| others escaping through openings te a pan 
below to be replaced in the hopper at lei- 
sure, The pins feed down these slots and 
stop at the ‘cutting off’ plate as it is 
| moved slightly across the row, and when 
| full the movement of the lever drives the 
small hammers down, forcing them into 
| the paper, which is ‘clita at the same 
| time and held for the sticking. These 
power sticking machines were designed by 
Mr. Naramore in 1544, and have as many 
runs as there are pins in the row, the ones 
for cut sheets having 30 pins to the row 
and 12 rows to the paper being used in 
this machine, the attendant sticking about 
2.400 sheets per hour. : 

Some of the sticking machines similar 
to the ones shown are adapted for the 
cheaper pins, whith are stuck in eontinu- 
ous rows at the rate of 1) rows a minute 
and cut up into the required length after 
they leave the machine. These machines 
need very little attention, filling the hop- 
per and renewing the rolls beiug all that

A NATURA SEQUENCE. 

Very interesting is the story of how 
the village of High Bluff was named. 
When Winnipeg was only a trading post 
the caravans of ox-teams going north 
with eupplies with supplies from Fort 
Garry used to regularly make their first 
stop-over at the point where the villlage 
of High Biutf now stands. A shrewd 
Yankee who had found it advisable to 
leave his own country, there established 
a smal! tavern. The festive game of 
poker was very popular among the tra- 
ders and drivers,and many a stiff game 
took place at this little tavern. The 
Yankee proprietor always took a hand 
inthe game and won a small fortune, 
nearly all his earnings being due to blutf- 
ing. Though often he had nothing bet- 
terthan a pairof dueces he would always 
makea bold bluif? and raise the stakes 
so high that no one dare cal! him. In 
time this Yankee became widely known 
as “Old High Bilatf,” and when the rail- 
roads came in and a settlement sprang 
up about the little tavern, all the traders 
used to refer to it as old High Bluffs 
town. When the first map of the pro- 
vince was made the map-maker knew of 
no other name to designate the scttle- 
ment, so he put iton the map as High 
Bluff, and as High Bluffit has been 
known ever since.

Many applications are foreseen The 
bricks are neater than marble in meat 
markets, and especially adapted for bath 
halls, hothouses, hospitals, refrizerstin; 
establishments, and buildings in which a 
sence of windows would be an advantaze 
A hothouse of glass bricks is of about or- 
dinary cost, saves fuel and resists bail.—
